J) ARED F. BEVERAGE OF MCWHORTER 
RECALLS LONG WILDERNESS TREK IN 
STIRRING PERIOD OF CIVIL WAR 


Mother and Four Small Children Made 90 Mile Trip to Virginia In Safety 


When Jared F. BEVERAGE, now a resident of MCWHORTER, was little past 5 
vears old, he walked across the mountains from near Rock Cave, Upshur County, to 
Hightown, in Highland County in Virginia, in Auqust, 1863, a refugee from vexations 
arising from the civil War, thus reversing the emigrant rule of others of like youthful age 
as recorded in family histories of earlier date. 


The BEVERAGE family had come from Highland County many years before and 
settled in Upshur County. where its members lived in peace with their neiahbors. but 
after the war broke out, so pronounced were the views of the BEVERAGEs for the 
southern cause that thev found it necessary to leave the Rock Cave community, and 
particularly after the head of the household had qone back to the place of his birth to 
serve as a home guard in the confederate cause. 


"Hotbed of Federals" 


In the words of the present MCWHORTER member, they lived in "such a hotbed 
of Federals that we found it best to move out, and as my father had sent us word to 
come to Highland County, my mother f her four sons and a daughter left our home 
near Rock Cave, and went across the mountains to near Hightown, where my father 
was located. We remained there until 1866 when we returned to Upshur County." 

Mrs. BEVERAGE and children made the trip from Rock Cave to Hightown with a 
single horse, which carried what baqaaae they took alona and the children who took 
turns about in riding. To avoid union soldiers in the Elkins and Beverly sections / they 
went through the low gap at Webster Sprinas and along the Williams River, and were 
about a week on the way, he says. The distance was more than ninety miles. 


Protected from Beasts 

Duncan MCGLAUGHLIN, traveling in the same direction, overtook them and was 
with them two davs, protecting the woman and children from wi Id beasts as they 
went through the mountains. They traveled by day and rested at night, putting up at 
some farm house, except when they were compelled to camp out a night or two.. 

One night as they camped in an old rail pen in the mountains, panthers menaced 
them, becoming so insistent that it was necessary to drive them back with fagots from 
time to time. The wild beasts were attracted to the rail pen by the meat which the 
campers had cooked for their supper. In the absence of fire. the ~141thers would 
doubtless have dispatched the campers in short tine. BEVERAGE. his mother and the 
other children were frightened and their slumber that night was fitful. 


In Highland County 
Jared BEVERAGE's parents, Andrew S. BEVERAGE and Eliza J. EAGLE 
BEVERAGE, were born in Highland County. The family is related to the late Albert J. 
BEVERIGE, former United States senator and renowned writer, although the later 
spelled his name differently. 
John BEVERAGE, paternal grandfather of Jared BEVERAGE, and brother 
Henry, came from Germany the latter part of the eighteenth century, and settled in 


Virginia. John later married Margaret RIMER. He is said to have been a great hunter 
and trapper. 

The McWhorter citizen was born April 10. 1856. in Hiahland countv. and married 
Louisa R. REXROAD October 8, 1878, in Highland county. She was born in 
Rockingham County. Virginia. November 18. 1856. The four sons and daughters of Mr 
and Mrs. Jared BEVERAGE were all born near Rock Cave, Upshur County, as follows: 

Andrew Vernon BEVERAGE. October 4, 1879 
Williaa M. BEVERAGE. Julv 9. 1883 

Fav A. BEVERAGE. November I. 1887 

Cora B. BEVERAGE, January 6, 1894 

All are living. 


For Road Commission 

Andrew Vernon BEVERAGE lives at Lost Creek and is a state road commission 
emplovee. He married May COLLINS, a daughter of Riley and Bvrd HOOVER 
COLLINS, of Upshur County, December 25, 1900. They have five children, Edith, the 
oldest, became the wife of Frank HAMRICK. They have one child, Willard B. He isa 
former 
carbon worker at Cleveland where they reside. 

FOSTER, the second child of Mr. and Mrs. Vernon BEVERAGE is single and 
lives in Cleveland, Ohio, Where he is a cigar factory worker. 

Lawrence, the third member of the BEVERAGE family, is a student at Salem 
College. 

Cleotus BEVERAGE, a daughter, died in 1920, age 14 years. 

Dayton BEVERAGE, 12, the youngest member of the family, attends McWhorter 
grade school. 

Willia M. BEVERAGE was married January 19, 1902, to Roy COLLINS, a brother 
of Mrs. Andrew Vernon BEVERAGE. Her husband and family now live in Pennsboro, 
where he is a United Brethern minister. They have three children, Rita, a Parkersburg 
school teacher, Rufus, who is a factory employee in Parkersburg. and Rupert, who is 
employed at a Parkersburg shovel factory. None of the children~s married. 


Third Child 

Mrs. ~ .«e PRINCE. wife of Thaddeus O. PRINCE. of McWhorter. a miner for a 
Clarksbura Concern. is the third child of Mr. and Mrs. Jared F. BEVERAGE. Her 
husband is the son of Hower and Cora SMITH PRINCE, of Falls Mills. Braxton county. 
Mr. and Mrs. PRINCE have three children. Rudolph , the eldest. was born January 7 
1911, married Mrs. Stella RANDOLPH, widow of Charles RANDOLPH. They have no 
children. 

Mrs Rudoloh PRINCE is a daughter of W. Marcellus TALBOTT. who died October 
20, 1933, near Rockford. where she was reared. Rudolph PRINCE is a farmer in the 
Rockford section. where they live. 

Roscoe PRINCE, Second child of Mr. And Mrs. Thaddeus PRINCE, was born 
Februarv 23. 1914. is a hiah school student at Lost Creek. 

Eulean, born December 26, 1923, attends MCWHORTER grade school. 


Younaest Member 
Cora B. BEVERAGE. fourth and vounaest member of Jared F. BEVERAGE s 
family. was married October 4. 1914. to Leslie W. PRINCE. a brother of Thaddeus O. 
PRINCE. Her Husband was formerly employed at a wholesale house at Weston but is 
now operating a wagon coal mine at McWhorter, where they reside. Their Children: 
Manna, A high school student. born November 26, 1917. 
Charles, also a high school student, born August 1, 1919 
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Myrl, a daughter in grade school, born November 30, 1921. 


Mrs. BEVERAGE wife of Jared F. BEVERAGE. died Januarv 9. 1929. at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Leslie W. PRINCE, where her husband has resided ten years, 
and was buried in Brown cemetery near Rock Cave. 


On Straiaht Creek 

When BEVERAGE 's mother and her children went to Highland county in 1863, 
they located on a farm on Straight Creek, which heads at Jack mountain and runs 
down to a point near Monterey, the county seat. They returned to Upshur county in 
October, 1866, over the old Staunton and Parkersburg pike. 

Although a mere boy at the time, Jared F. BEVERAGE saw some of the Civil war 
in Highland county. He says he heard the roar of battle at Hightown three or four miles 
distant from the BEVERAGE home, and saw thousands of soldiers as they passed 
through the county, mostly southern troops which protected the border from Yankee 
invasion. He remembers many were camped in the bottom near the BEVERAGE home 
off from Crab Bottom, which was a popular rendezvous for soldiers. 


General Pays Visit 

BEVERAGE recalls a visit of General Jubal A EARLY, Confederate, to the 
BEVERAGE home in Highland county, in 1865, before General George A. Custer's Union 
troops defeated EARLY’s army. EARLY's mission at the BEVERAGE Home was to have 
some repair work done. 

Recalling scenes while the latter battle was in progress, BEVERAGE says the 
valley was filled with smoke, and the aftermath added to the density as a straqqler's 
campaign of property destruction followed. Houses , wheat stacks , fences and almost 
every inflammable thing in the valley were ruthlessly destroyed by fire, he says, anda 
deplorable and discouraging path of destruction was all that remained 


Cattle Stolen, Killed 

Needed cattle were taken away and the others killed or burned, leaving the 
residents, especially the farmers, in hopeless despair, all this in addition to 
depredations by the beasts from the mountains which prowled the country at night. 
Describing the menace from the fastnesses of the mountains near at hand, 
BEVERAGE declares that one night dogs ran a panther under the porch of the family 
home in Highland county. At another time a bear fell from a chestnut tree "scaring us 
boys almost to death. 

Highland and Augusta counties formed an avenue of inaress from west of Cheat 
mountains as union troops passed through the aaps in the neiahborhood of Elkins after 
LEE's invasion of what is now West Virginia had failed, and there was more or less 
military conflict in these counties during the war. 


Fort Established 

Fort Edward Johnson was established five MILES west of West Auausta April |, 
1862, when General Edward JOHNSON, Confederate, threw up earth work there. 
However, he withdrew from it to occupy the Shenandoah Mountain near Stanton, 
where he prepared to resist the invasion from the west. 

Gen. Stonewall JACKSON. to prevent a iunction of John C. FREMONT and 
Nathaniel BANKS. Union aenerals. took position on a hill iust to the south and two 
miles of McDowell in Hiahland countv where he beat off the attacks of FREMONT's 
advance under Gen. Robert F. MILROY. Mav 8. and Hilrov retreated during the night. 
This engagement became known in history as the battle of McDowell. 
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Gen. Jubal A. EARLY's last battle was fought in Augusta countv. when the Union 
aeneral. Georae A. CUSTER. attacked him on a ridae west of Wavnesboro. March 2. 
1865. drove him from his position and captured manv of his men. EARLY was then 
relieved of his command. It was the last important battle in northern Virginia. EARLY 
never took the oath of allegiance. 


Once a Big County 

Auausta countv. havina an area of 1.006 square miles now. oriainallv included a 
larae part of the Middle West. It was formed in 1738 from Oranae countv and named 
for Princess AUGUSTA. Princess of Wales and mother of Kina Georae III of Enaland. 
The late President Woodrow WILSON was born in Staunton, that county. Harrison 
county. West Virainia. was formerly part of Augusta county. When the Constitutional 
convention at Wheeling December 3, 1861 named John BROWN, delegate from 
Preston county, voted to call it Augusta. 

Highland county having an area of 422 square miles, was formed in 1847 from 
Pendleton and Bath counties, and given its name because of its mountains. 

It was through Highland county that the Confederate soldiers retreated after the 
Rich mountain battle and other retreats around Beverly in the summer of 1861, 
pursued a part of the way by Union troops. It is recalled Gen. Robert charae of the 
Confederate forces. was killed in this retreat toward Staunton. An incident mentioned in 
John Sutton's history of Braxton S. BARNETT, who had at Corrick’s Ford in of the 
retreat is 
county. 

Confederate Retreat 

"After Gen. BARNETT was killed at Cheat river." it says "and the Confederates 
were retreating by forced march through the mountains in the direction of Staunton, late 
one nightr expecting any moment to be attacked by Federals corning up from Piedmont 
or 
some other point alona the Baltimore and Ohio railroad / the soldiers were almost 
exhausted but urged to march on and kept perfect silence. when suddenly a soldier in 
the ranks started a sona--not such a song as might be heard in public assembly, yet 
it was comical and his voice was strong and musical. 

"As it rang out on that clear, cool night on the spur of the Alleghenies, the soldiers 
were inspired by that sona forgetting thev were tired: those who were half asleep woke 
up, others who were straaaling, marched on with reviewed eneray. Just then one 
of the general's staff officers came dashing back and inquired what soldier had suna 
that sona. No one answered and the officer said: ‘Tell him to sing it again’. The soldier 
was Wesley HEATER of Braxton county.” 


Soldiers Cross County 

Even before the family left home in Upshur County, thousands of soldiers were 
seen by Jared crossing the county for either the eastern border of the interior of the 
state. One army was three days in passing Rock Caver he says. 

While living in Upshur County the first vears of the war, the BEVERAGE family 
lost three or four young horses when Federal soldiers were out on a foraqing 
expedition, leaving behind an old mare and a colt only. The head of the house beina 
away on home quard duty, its members saw little of him during the war either in Upshur 
or Highland county. 

BEVERAGE 's mother had three brothers. John. Phillio. and HENRY EAGLE. In 
the Confederate army, all are now dead. HENRY and his father, George EAGLE, died 
in Camp Chase. the Union militarv prison four miles from Columbus. Ohio. John 
EAGLE was a noted spv for the southern armv and was captured several times. but 
always in escaping, BEVERAGE says. All went from Upshur County at the opening of 
the war and joined the Confederate army in the Shenandoah Valley. 
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Two Sisters Die 

Jared F. BEVERAGE's two sisters are dead. Amanda. eldest of the parental 
family became the wife of Jefferson Vincent. They moved to Browning, Mo. where both 
died a number of years ago. 

John Sylvester BEVERAGE, a brother of Jared, was born December 22, 1850, in 
Highland county Virginia, and first lived in Banks district, Upshur county, where he had 
a farm of 124 acres. He married Rachel BLAND, a daughter of Job and Cunningham 
BLAND, of Pendleton county, October 3, 1872. 

His wife was born April 6. 1854. Their children are listed as Minnie E.. wife of J. L. 
MICK. of Lewis countv: Virginia M.. wife of W. P. KINCAID. of Lewis countv. and 
Georaia A.. wife of J. O.SNYDER. of Upshur countv. Mrs. John S. BEVERAGE's 
grandmother was a native of Virginia. John S. BEVERAGE and wife died at Cleveland. 

George BEVERAGE , another brother, married Mary Ann BLAND, a sister of 
John's wife. She died at Cleveland, Webster County. 

Jared. subiect of this sketch. is the next member of the family of Andrew S. 
BEVERAGE and Eliza Jane EAGLE BEVERAGE.

William BEVERAGE, another brother, born April 3, 1869, married Mary Bell 
REXROAD, a sister of Mrs. Jared BEVERAGE, September 3, 1892. Their sons and 
daughters are listed as Lvle, born September 16, 1884, and married October 27, 
1904 to R. D MCKISIC, and Ford! born March 26, 1890. 

William BEVERAGE is a farmer and stonemason. He lives on WHITE Camp's run 
out of Crawford. His wife died there. 

Mrs. Jared F. BEVERAGE had eleven brothers and sisters. She was the ninth 
member of the family. The brothers and sisters in order of birth are: 

John REXROAD, a Preston county farmer, whose late wife was Mary Loudin 
before her marriage, William REXROAD. now deceased. who married Sarah 
CUNNINGHAM of Braxton countv. three mile seat of Ireland. where she is livina. 
Luthur. sinale. of Inaar Lewis countv farmer. Charles. who married Malinda POWERS. 
and is a farmer at Inaqo. Oscar. an Inao farmer, whose wife was Edna MICK before her 
marriage: James. who married Mollie HAUGHTON and died at Inao. where she 
resides: Etta. Now dead. whose husband is Alexander MCOQUAIN" a Rock Cave 
farmer, Mary, deceased, who was the wife of William BEVERAGE, a brother of Jared, 
and whose post office address is a mail route out of Crawford: Sarah. sinale. living at 
Inao: and Martha, now dead. widow of the late Walker WILSON. and wife of Phillip S. 
Lewis, after the death of WILSON. She is dead. Lewis lives at Rock Cave.

Death Dates 

Besides Mrs. BEVERAGE whose death date has been given herein. the 
MCCLAIN family death dates were as follows:Malinda, January 10, 1886; Martha, 
February 23,1891, Amanda, April 22,1894, Mary Ann, June 15{ 1894, Addison, 
February 15, 1895, Martha r August 10, 1898, Lucinda, February 4, 1900 r Eliza Jane, 
December, 19, 1900, William H's October 10.1913, James M., January 6, 1915, and 
Henrietta, in 1932. 

The MCCLAINSs were first represented in America by Henry MCCLAIN, who 
emiarated from Ireland, first located in Pennsylvania and then in Virginia, where he 
died at the aae of 96 vears. His son William, came from Virginia and located on White’s 
Camp run in Upshur county. where he bought a woodland farm of 150 acres. He died 
July 2, 1849, and left a widow and twelve children, who succeeded in clearing the 
farm. 


From Virainia 
Among other members of the EAGLE family who came from Highland county 
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Virginia, was Julia A. EAGLE, a Daughter of David and Sarah FENTON EAGLE, born 
in 1833 in Hiahland countv. where she was married Februarv 17. 1853 to Nathan 
REXROAD, who settled December 3,1861, Isadora, August 13, 1859, John S., May 
18.1861, William H.. July 4, 1866, Lidia M., November 7, 1869, 

and Julia A., December 28,1872. 


Second Lieutenant 

Nathan REXROAD was born Februarv 3. 1834. in Hiahland countv a son of John 
and Eleanor RIMER REXROAD. He served as a second lieutenant of Company |, 
Third West Virginia Calvary, from November 1 1863, to June 1865, In the Union 
army in the Civil war. His father died in July, 1874, aged 82 years, and his mother, 
Januarv 15, 1870. aaed 76 vears. 

Mr. BEVERAGE recalls an incident in his youth while living in Highland county of 
such nature as to make it unforgettable. He marvels now at his daring at the time as he 
ran the risk of a broken neck and almost instant death. 


Out on a Limb 

"My brother William and I" he said, "were out on the limb of a large chestnut tree 
one fall day, where colts three and four vears old were shading themselves from the 
sun, unbroken colts as our father had a peculiar notion it was improper to break colts 
under that age. The thought came to me to drop down astride a colt's back and no 
sooner thought than done." 

"The colt dashed out from under the shade tree and it clung to the running beast 
for dear life. It seemed | must be dashed over the colt's head as it needlessly plunged 
down a steep bank until it carne to a fence, then diverted its course like 'a ring around 
rosy' until it had qone around the fifteen-acre field four or five times, and then returned 
to the shade tree and stood there as if | were not on its back. The colt was not difficult 
to ride after that." 

Mr. BEVERAGE retired from active pursuits ten vears ago. He had been active in 
farm life three or four miles from Rock cave, where he had spent most of his life since 
his return from Virginia in his youth. 

Chews Tobacco 

Chewing tobacco since he was 6 vears old, he finds no evil effects resulting from 
its use, he savs, "Snapps" is his favorite plua. 
aa tasted liquor" he says, "but never used it to excess and never was drunk 
in my life." 

Discussing politics, BEVERAGE says, .. | have always voted the Democratic 
ticket and always expect to vote that ticket. He expresses pride in the fact that all 
members of the family are Democrats. 

More than forty vears ago he became a member of the Kanawha Chapel United 
Brethern church at Arlington, Upshur county, and remains in good fellowship. 

Generaly speaking his health is good, although he has a facial affection which has 
given him trouble ten years or more. He is blind in the right eye and the sight in the 
other is weak. He is quite deaf. 

Tends Corn Patch 

In summer, he looks after a considerable corn patch on the PRINCE place and 
tends the garden. In winter he does chores about the premises such as feeding the 
cow, chickens and pias. He makes frequent visits to the homes of his children and 
takes keen interest in the news of the day and the happeninas of the resident village. 
Of Virginia parentaae, he possesses little of the tvoe, but is more of a mountaineer born 
west of the Alleghenies. In other words, he is a typical West Virginian. 
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My Grandmother BAILEY 


Grandma BAILEY was a remarkable woman in a remarkable time. 

She was born & named Celeste but was called Lessie. A daughter of Dr. William & 
Jemima JONES, one of 17 children. 

Grandma was born during the Presidency of Abraham Lincoln during the Civil 
War in Hebron, Virginia before WV became a state. All her brothers served in the Civil 
War unknown which side & all returned safely. She had 4 brothers who became 
doctors. One brother, Thomas became the Mayor of Lincoln, Nebraska, while one 
brother , Porter, practiced in Pennsboro, WV. 

His son, Latimer, became a doctor and then his son, James as well. James' 
daughter also became a doctor.Lessie fell in love with and married Robert VANPELT, a 
graduate of William & Mary College, the first College established in America. They had 
A children...Clyde, Mont, Clara, & Mary Pearl. After Robert died she met & married Carr 
B. BAILEY of Weston, WV, Lewis County. He had 2 grown children and they were 
married and gone. After CARR's death, Mary Pearl and husband, Olen 
G.ROBERTSON with daughter Wanda moved in with Lessie. Kathleen and Robert 
were born in the house. 

Lessie re-located in Parkersburg, WV in 1929 with Pearl, Wanda and Kathleen. 
She bought a house on 37th St. Lessie, Grandma BAILEY, died of cancer on Nov. 19, 
1936 and was buried beside her first husband ROBERT VAN PELT, in Odd Fellows 
Cemetery in Clarksburg, WVA. 


Notes of interest.. 

Grandma BAILEY's father would travel by horse and sleigh on the frozen Ohio River to 
Parkersburg to pick up medical supplies at Kaufman Lattimer Drug Supply at Point 
Park. 


Lessie was a classic, slim, trim well-dressed gracious, loving person. She bonded with 
Kathleen at birth in an eternal, loving way, which lasted until her death. They were 
always together, inseparable. She would ride horseback with her father on his medical 
rounds helping deliver babies. She always helped in this way. She was present and 
helpful in Kathleen's delivery in their home in Weston. The bond formed there.

Your orator Samuel BROWN and Christopher SWISHER & Washington BAILEY 
Humbly complaining begs leave to state that in the year 1809 or 10 John BROWN 
deceased was then seized of a tract of land lying then in HARRISON County but now in 
Lewis county an including an acre of ground on which the Broad run church or Meeting 
house now stands belonging to the regular Baptist church your orators states that in the 
year 1809 John BROWN decd (meaning deceased) gave the said ground to the regular 
Baptist church for a burying ground and to build a meeting house when shortly 
afterwards said BROWN decd did convey the tract including the acre for a church & 
burying ground but made an express verbile (Sic) reservation of said acre for the 
purpose aforesaid to one MORRIS —not long afterwards MORRIS sells & conveyed the 
land to Phillip COX making the same express verbile (Sic) reservation for the_same 
purchase not long afterwards Phillip COX sold and conveyed the same land to John 
BROWN again still making the same express verbile (sic) reservation for the same 
purchase-John BROWN dec_in his lifetime on the ------ day of ------- in the year ----- gave 
his title BOND to the reverend John Davies as trustee for the regular Baptist church he 
held in —be used as a meeting house & burying ground your orator further states that 
the regular Baptist church & the people generally having the highest confidence in John 
BROWN deceased & those whom the land had been purchased conveyed-contributed 
large sums of money & labeur (sic) —and erected a meeting house on said acre of 
ground in the year 1811 for the regular Baptist church to be called the Broad run 
church-the regular Baptist house ------ in the occupation & use of the said house as a 
meeting house ---and quietly and peacefully untill (sic) after the death of John BROWN 
he not having conveyed the said acres to John Davies-and the heirs of John BROWN 
decesed (sic) have sold the tract of land which includes the said acre and meeting 
house to one Benjamin LIGHTBURN —Without making any express reservation of said 
meeting House-your orators charges that the said LIGHTBURN now threatens to 
assume authority over the same house and declares that it shall be free to the use of all 
denominations of christians (sic) contrary to the original design of the donor and 
contrary to the true intent and meaning of the regular Baptist church and the people who 
aided in building said House your orators held in the highest esteem the denominations 
of Christians (sic) residing within the vicinity of said meeting house Still they claim the 
right to have a house of their own to worship in nor does your orators believe that any 
other denomination desires to have the house in partnership-your orators thinks it would 
be a source of fuel & contention not desired by any-and wished to be anointed_ by all 
your orators further shewes (sic) that the reverend John Davies is nor or very old & 
infirm man and for that reason since the difficulty referred to has occurred died on the 
29" day of May in the year 1838 assign the land title BOND for a valuable consideration 
to others by a Writing here filed as part of this Bill stating that the title BOND given to 
him by John BROWN was by him placed in the hands of Cummins E. JACKSON for 
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safe keeping-your Orators have applied to said JACKSON for the said BOND who 
refuses to give it up and sometimes says that the BOND is best-your Orators prays your 
honor to decree that a deed of conveyance be made to you orators in trust for the 
regular Baptist church at Broad run church to be used as a meeting House and burying 
ground and decree that one acre be conveyed as aforesaid and prays that Cummins E. 
JACKSON be compelled to produce said tittle BOND as part of this Bill and he thus end 
Your Orators prays that Polly BROWN David S. BROWN residents of Lewis county- 
Joseph BROWN William BAILEY & Sally BAILEY his wife formerly Sally BROWN John 
SUITIER and Nancy his wife formerly Nancy BROWN residing in the state of Ohio ina

Reverend Adolphus A. BAILEY

eae My great grandfather, Adolphus BAILEY, like many 

_ other BAILEYs in northcentral West Virginia, descended 
from a long line starting with Stephen, who came from 
England to Virginia in the 1600s. 

William Blackwell (1766-1846) and _ Elizabeth 
MINTER BAILEY (1771-1838) were Adolphus’ great 
grandparents. They came over to the mountains from 
Fauquier County to Harrison County, VA arriving in 1802. 
Their new community and church were named Broad Run 
after the area they had left behind. They are buried in the 
Broad Run Cemetery, Lightburn, WV. 
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Their son and Adolphus’ grandfather, Joseph Blackwell BAILEY, was a Baptist 
minister and farmer. His wife was Mary Sarah SMITH, daughter of Adam SMITH and 
Ann CAIN. They married 11 Mar 1830 in Harrison Co, VA and had eight children, 
among them Elias J. BAILEY, Adolphus’s father. 

Elias, born 2 Mary 1834, was married on Jan 31, 1856, in Kincheloe to Jemima 
“Jennie” CARDER, daughter of John G. CARDER and Susannah YERKEY. They had 
ten sons. Adolphus, whose nickname was “Dolph,” was born on February 10, 1878 
near Clarksburg, Harrison County, WV. 

Adolphus married Maud E. HUDKINS, the only daughter of Ira HUDKINS and Emily 
Adeline KEMPER. Maud was born on January 9, 1882 near Clarksburg, but lost her 
father when she was only 3 years old. Maud descends from several of the first 14 
families, who came to the Germanna Colonies of Virginia in 1714. Her KEMPERs and 
HITTs were Baptists and knew the BAILEYs in Fauquier Co. before coming west. 
Adolphus and Maud had four children: 

e Harless B. BAILEY, b. July 5, 1901 and d. April 29, 1980, Carrollton, VA 

e Naomi Mae “Oma” BAILEY, b. March 30, 1904 and d. December 7, 2001 in 

Oakland, MD. 

e Roberta Ruth BAILEY, b. November 30, 1920, d. September 13, 1995 in 

Hampshire Co, WV. 

e Betty Zane BAILEY, b. September 4, 1927, d. May 17, 2000 in Bedford, PA. 


Many of Adolphus’s relatives were Baptist ministers, and he followed that tradition. 
With Maud’s support, he studied at the Broaddus Institute and graduated from a Baptist 
seminary in Louisville, Kentucky. As a minister, he first served churches in Kingwood, 
WV; Arlington and Spencer, South Dakota; and Fairview (today Nutter Fort) Baptist 
Church in Clarksburg, WV. 

Rev. BAILEY next became an evangelist in western Maryland, so the family moved 
to Garrett County, MD in about 1924. He settled first in Mountain Lake Park, where he 
preached, and later in nearby Loch Lynn. He served at Loch Lynn, Ferndale, and Deep 
Creek Baptist Churches. 

He was well known for his revivals, and was described in the History of Ferndale 
Baptist Church as being “very exuberant in his preaching. He put his heart and soul into 
his revival sermons. As part of this work, he was well known for writing hymns and 
poems. One poem written for Deep Creek Baptist Church reads in the first stanza: “The 
old church stands by the side of the road. Forsaken, storm-beaten and gray. There 
close by its side remains the old oak. Lone companion by night, by day.” 

Throughout his life, he was a talented oil painter and carpenter. He also enjoyed 
fishing and hunting. During the Depression, he cut hair and worked on the roads to 
support his family. 

Adolphus approached old age with good humor, as shown in the poem below. Rev. 
BAILEY died of heart disease in a Cumberland, MD hospital on February 28, 1947. He 
is buried at Ferndale Baptist Church Cemetery next to his wife, who died on March 6, 
1964.

My Mother 


by Sherman Wade MALCOMB 


My mother was born and died in the mountains of West Virginia that she loved. 
In our mountain home she never had the convenience of electric power. Therefore light 
was by Kerosene lamps. There were no TV’s, no microwaves, and no washing 
machines. Heat was by a coal stove and cooking was done on a wood stove. There 
was no indoor plumbing, no computers, no electric fans and no electric coffee pots. We 
took baths in a number 2 washtub with water heated on the stove. 

We had our own milk cows, our own port, raised our own corn meal and she 
canned fruit and vegetables for the winter. Canning was done outside in the yard over a 
grated fire. 

We had no powered Lawn mower and horses did all our farm work. She had 
none of the luxuries that we have today but she had a bible which she lived by. 

In World War II she would write letters for the neighbors who could not write to 
their sons. She would teach some of the men that were working at the mill or in the 
coalmines how to sign their own name on their paychecks. She was always there to 
give a helping hand to the neighbors. When she died, it was one of the largest funerals 
in the country. 

She was noted for a spotless home, spotless children and husband. She was 
always dressed like a lady. She walked and spoke like the lady she was. The 
community was proud of her and looked up to her. 

When her and my dad moved into the home place on Strouds Creek on the 
Webster/Nicholas county line near Tioga WV, the only way to the place was by train. 
The railroad ran directly in front of the house and the train would pick you up or drop 
you off on its log and lumber runs. 

When Lola was a baby they started the work on the road by the house. It had to 
be blasted out of the hill. When they were blasting, mom would take Lola and go to the 
underground cellar. One day a very large rock came through the top of the house, 
through the kitchen table and through the floor where mom had Lola. She had been 
making bread at the table minutes before she left for the cellar. 

Lola was first born and was daddy's little girl until he died. When she was a 
toddler, she threw a Sears catalog down the well in the backyard. 
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Mother spanked her and dad was plowing and saw it. So he filled the well up with dirt 
so his little girl wouldn’t get into trouble again. Later, he had to clean it out because that 
was our drinking water supply. Washing water and other water needs came from the 
stream in the backyard. 

On September 26, 1949, | went to Richwood High School on the bus. | walked to 
Tioga to catch the bus. When | returned from school and got off the bus, | was told by 
“Checker” SIZEMORE, the grocery store manager, that | needed to rush home, that my 
mother was sick. When | got home and found she had been taken to the Sutton 
Hospital. She died on October 2, 1949 without my ever being able to see her again. 
Lola moved back from Jersey, Maryland, to care for Jane and me. My dad never came 
back home. He moved into a mobile home in the hollow across the road from the 
house. My dad then married Josephine Faith THOMAS on September 30, 1950. 

| stayed in school and all my days off including Christmas and all other holidays, | 
worked in the logwoods or on a sawmill. My first job was for Virgil HONDSHOW at the 
mill, Cutting timber with a crosscut saw and shedding logs with an old horse named 
Morge. After that job, | cut timber for Essie PATRICK. | went to school and stayed on 
these jobs until February 14, 1952 and then | left for the US Air Force. It had been 
months since my mother died. 

| didn’t complete my basic training in New York because | had to go home on 
emergency leave on February 18, 1952 due to a house fire and Jane had been burned 
very bad. | stayed with her for two weeks at the Sacred Heart Hospital in Richwood. 
Within the next year and eight days, she would have had 7 operations. Back to New 
York and on to Camp Gordon, George, for Combat Military Police School. 

| was in England and received word that Lola’s first husband had committed 
suicide by shooting himself about a mile down Strouds Creek from the house. | 
completed my first tour in the military and then went back home and went to work in the 
coalmines. Worked with Lola’s second husband, Carl Mollohan. After a few months of 
this, | re-enlisted and was assigned to Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania airport. Then | went 
into Michigan. After Michigan, | was station in Holland. There is where | met Jacomina 
H VANDERGRIFT. Been with her ever since. We were married in 1962 and we were 
stationed in Washington State when we got news that Carl Mollohan, Lola’s second 
husband, had been killed in a car accident. 

| remember my great granddad Pete HAMMONS. He and his wife Emily spent 
their lives in the wilderness of Williams and Holly River. He never lived in civilization 
until Emily died. He died at the age of 95. He lived off the land and was a very famous 
hunter and a guide. Emily was a FOWLER and the sister of the famous John 
FOWLER. John FOWLER was a minister and known community leader. His daughter 
Belva married Howard MALCOMB who is my half brother.

He also served on the following committees: Education, Roads and 
Transportation, Banking and Insurance, Health and Human Services, the Joint House- 
Senate Committee on Higher Education and the Joint House-Senate Committee on 
Finance. He was a member of the House Finance Subcommittee on Government 
Operations and the Finance Subcommittee on Economic Development. 
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Bob also served six terms on the Lewis County Commission. He was responsible for 

getting the land and development of the Little League Ball Field at Butchersville, land 
and development for the Lewis County Senior Center and infrastructure, and improved 
water projects in Lewis County, as well as keeping taxes down in the county.

MEMORIAL DAY IN LEWIS COUNTY 


Memorial Day 2014 marked the fifteenth time that American Legion Post #4 and the 
Hacker’s Creek Pioneer Descendants, Inc., and volunteers of all ages have worked 
together to place flags on the final resting place of deceased veterans interred in the 
224 known cemeteries in Lewis County. 

There is one exception, that being the burials at Forest Lawn on Route 19 north of 
Weston. The cemetery staff purchases its own graves and asks for no help from the 
above mentioned organizations and the volunteers. 

This year the VFW joined in the effort by purchasing some of the new flags required 
to mark the ever-growing number of veterans’ burial sites across the county. 

The goal of the project at its inception in 2000 was to mark “every veteran’s grave” in 
Lewis County. At that time there were not quite three thousand known graves. Now 
that number has grown to 3408. 

However, the grave sites of more than 100 men and women are unknown. In 
addition, several small cemeteries, most of them on remote hillsides and mountain tops, 
are unreachable to all but the most persistent individual. Consequently, most these 
veterans’ graves were left flagless. 

This year, in an effort to mark “all graves” including those of veterans whose final 
resting place is unknown as well as those who are in remote location, volunteers will 
place flags along the walls in front of the Lewis County Courthouse. This is being done 
with the approval of the Lewis County Commission and the cooperation of the 
courthouse groundskeeper. The flags will be removed later next week.

PETERSON CEMETERY 


The Hacker’s Creek Pioneer Descendants, Inc., with the Peterson Cemetery 
Endowment Fund, oversees maintenance of the Peterson Cemetery located on Old US 
33 across from the Assembly of God Church. 

The cemetery, which includes what was once called the Jackson Cemetery, was 
established by the late James Peterson in the late 1930s. About 30 years ago, the late 
Jay HUNT, three sons of James PETERSON’s (Herbert, Howard and Erlo) and others, 
established an investment fund to help with maintenance, the cemetery was cared for in 
a piece-meal fashion with gravesites being mowed by families of those who were 
interred there. 
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Lowell PETERSON of French Creek and the son of the late Herbert and Dorothy 
PETERSON, now serves as chairman of the investment fund. “By the documents which 
established the fund, we can only use income generated by our investments,” he said. 

“Because costs of maintenance have risen in recent years and because investments 
are not generating as much as they used to, we struggle to keep the cemetery mowed 
in Summer and plowed in winter.” 

Three years ago with members of the Peterson family who were named as heirs of 
the cemetery by J. PETERSON growing fewer, the family donated the unsold lots, 
roadways and the maintenance building to HCPD. As lots are sold, HCPD keeps a 
share of the proceeds for its own uses and dedicates the remainder to the maintenance 
of the cemetery. 

“We believed it was a win-win situation for all parties,” said Jim Peterson of Milton, 
WV, who was chairman of the investment fund at the time. 

The investment fund continues to provide a major share of the funding for cemetery 
maintenance. In addition to Lowell and Jim PETERSON, other investment board 
members are Barbara HUNT PICHOT, Joy HUNT LUSHBAUGH, Kae PETERSON 
SMITH, Ruth LINGER SNYDER, Joy GREGOIRE DEFAZIO, and Jane GILCHRIST. 

However, there is currently a pressing need for donations. Donations for Peterson 
Cemetery maintenance are now tax deductible for donors.
